Sept Schellenbcrg naked him to write a aeries of reports on the world 

political situation* Wirsiag asked whether it would be possible to 
convince the Fuehrer that further prosecution of the war would 
be senseless. Schellenberg admitted that ha was of the same opinion 
but doubted that the Fuehrer could be convinced. It was decided 
that the peporta, later known as the "Egmoajrt Reports” should be 
designed to influence the Fuehrer. Wiraiag continued the work 
until shortly before the surrender. Hq was not a member of Amt VI 
and wae not paid for the work. 

Spring 45 Consulted with Schellenberg about a surrender to the Vest era Allies. 
Nothing came of this effort.

Book was very anti-Anerican; N was a 
smooth concoction of blatant propaganda and insidious distrdrtionn; ... 
became a fountain head of anti-American propaganda in Germany. 



"Over and beyond their immediate, didactic purpose, of enlightening theri 
readers on the true state of affairs, the Sgmont reports were a means towardB 
and end. Both Schellenberg and Virelng were agreed on the desirability of 

totpggdinigxigan hors de combat. Wirsing accepted the commission to write the 
Egoont reports with the expectation in view, that Hitler appraised of all the 
pertinent facts that summed up Germany’s impending doom would, if he had a 
spark of responsibility left, withdraw from the poltlcal scene of his own 
accord. At any rate, Virslng- figured, that the reports might be instrumental in 
manuouevering Hitler into a political stalemate where no alternative 
was left hir: but to resign. End of Nov. 1544 when it became evident that Hitler 

•reacted unfavorably to the poltical line of the Sgmont reports,
